Canine Control be and hereby is amended in Sections 1.B and 4.F, as foiiows: 

Chaining or Tethering Dogs and Humane Conditions 

1 No person owning or keeping a dog shall chain or tether a dog to a stationary object 
including, but not limited to, a structure, dog house, pole or tree for longer than 2 4 cons e cut i v e 
beuF sS hours in a 24-hour period or outside from 10:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. unless the tethering is 
not for more than 15 minutes and the doa is not ieft unattended by the owner, guardian or keeper . 
A tethering so employed shall not allow the dog to leave the owner’s, guardian’s or keeper’s 
property. The tether shail be designed for dogs and no logging chains or other iines or devices 
not designed for tethering dogs shall be used. No chain or tether shall weigh more than 1/8 of the 
dog’s body weight. Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit a person from walking a 
dog on a hand-held leash. No dog under the age of 6 months shall be tethered outside for any 
iength of time. 

2. A person owning or keeping a dog may confine such dog outside, subject to the restrictions 
in this section, through the use of any of the following methods: 

a. inside a pen or secure enciosure, if the foiiowing conditions are met: 

i. the pen or secure enclosure shall have adequate space for 
exercise with a dimension of at least 100 square feet; provided, however, that commercial 
dog kennels with pens intended for the temporary boarding of dogs shall be exempt from 
this requirement; 

ii. the pen or secure enciosure is constructed with chain link or other 
similar material as determined by the Buiiding Inspector, with all 4 sides enclosed; and 

iii. the minimum height of the fence shall be adequate to successfully 
confine the dog; 

b . a fully fenced, electronically fenced or otherwise securely enclosed yard, wherein a dog 
has the ability to run but is unable to leave the enclosed yard; or 

c. a trolley system or a tether attached to a pulley in a cable run, if the foiiowing conditions 
are met: 

i. oniy 1 dog shall be tethered to each cable run; 

ii. the tether shall be attached to a properly fitting collar or harness 
worn by the dog, with enough room between the coiiar and the dog's throat through 
which 2 adult fingers may fit; provided, however, that a choke collar and a pinch collar 
shall not be used to tether a dog to a cable run; 
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there shall be a swivel on at least 1 end of the tether to minimize

tangling of the tether; 

iv. the tether and cable run must each be at least 10 feet in length. The 
cable must be mounted at least 4 feet but not more than 7 feet above ground level; and 

V. the length of the tether from the cable run to the dog's collar or 
harness shall allow continuous access to clean water and appropriate shelter at all times 
as described herein; provided, however, that a trolley system or tether shall be of 
appropriate configuration to confine the dog to the owner’s, guardian’s or keeper’s 
property, to prevent the troliey system or tether from extending over an object to an 
edge that could result in injury to or stranguiation of the dog and to prevent the trolley 
system or tether from becoming tangied with other object or animais. 

3 . A person owning or keeping a dog confined outside in accordance with this section shall 
provide the dog with access to clean water and appropriate dog shelter. The dog shelter shall 
allow the dog to remain dry and protected from the elements and shall be fully enclosed on at least 
3 sides, roofed and have a solid floor. The entrance to the shelter shall be flexible to allow the 
dog's entry and exit, and sturdy enough to block entry of weather elements. The shelter shall 
contain ciean bedding and shall be small enough to retain the dog’s body heat and large enough to 
allow the dog to stand, lie down and turn comfortably. The enclosure shall be structurally sound 
and in good repair. Suitable drainage shail be provided so that water, ice or waste is not standing 
in or around the sheiter. 

4. No person owning or keeping a dog shall leave a dog chained or tethered outside for longer 
than 2 4 cons e cut i v e hours S hours in a 24-hour period or outside from 10:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. 
uniess the tethering is not for more than 15 minutes and the dog is not left unattended by the 
owner, guardian or keeper . 

5. Exceptions to the above restrictions on outdoor confinement shall be made for dogs actively 
engaged in conduct directly related to the business of shepherding or herding cattle or other 
livestock or engaged in conduct that is directly related to the business of cultivating agricultural 
products, if the restraint is reasonabiy necessary for the safety of the dog. 

6 . No person owning or keeping a dog shall subject the dog to cruel conditions or inhumane 
chaining or tethering at any time. For the purposes of this subsection, “cruel conditions and 
inhumane chaining or tethering” shall include, but not be limited to, the following conditions: 

a filthy and dirty confinement conditions including, but not limited to, exposure to 
excessive animal waste, garbage, dirty water, noxious odors, dangerous objects that could 
injure or kill a dog upon contact or other circumstances that could cause harm to a dog's 
physical or emotional health; 

b . taunting, prodding, hitting, harassing, threatening or otherwise harming a tethered or 
confined dog; an4 

c. subjecting a dog to dangerous conditions, inciuding attacks by other animaiSri 
d . ieaving a dog outside when a weather advisory, warning or watch is issued by a iocal. 
state or federal authority or when outside environmental conditions including, but not limited 
to. extreme heat cold, wind, rain, snow or hail pose and adverse risk to the health or safety of 
the dog, unless tether is for not more than 15 minutes: and 
7. No person shall confine an animal in a motor vehicle in a manner that could reasonably be 
expected to threaten the health of the animal due to exposure to extreme heat or cold. 

a. After making reasonable efforts to locate a motor vehicles owner, an animal control officer, 
law enforcement officer or fire fighter may enter a motor vehicle by any reasonable means to 
protect the health and safety of an animal. Such personnel shall leave written notice is a secure 
and conspicuous iocation on or in the motor vehicie bearing the officer’s or fire fighter’s name 
and titie and the address of the location where the animal mav be retrieved. The owner may 
retrieve the animal only after pavement of all charges that have accrued for the maintenance, 
care, medicai treatment and impoundment of the animal. 

b. An animal control officer, law enforcement officer or fire fighter who removes or otherwise 
retrieves an animal from a motor vehicle under subsection fa), and the Town shaii be immune 
from criminal or civil liability that might otherwise resuit from removal. 

^ A person who violates section s 1 through 6 above shall, for a first offense, be issued a 
written warning or punished by a fine $50, for a second offense, be punished by a fine of $400200 and 
for a third or subsequent offense, be punished by a fine of $300500, and be subject to impoundment of 
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the dog in a local shelter at the owner’s or guardian’s expense pending compliance with this section, 
or loss of ownership of the dog. 

A person who violates section “7” above shall, for the first offense be punished by a fine of 
$150. for a second offense, be punished by a fine of $300. and for a third and each subsequent offense. 
by a fine of $500. and may be subject to prosecution under G.L. c. 272 section 77. 
and; 

F. Fees 

2. Failure to comply; penalties. 

a . Penalty for failure to comply with licensing requirements. Failure to comply with this 
section shall be punishable by a fine of $50.

“Vacant Building" - Any unoccupied non residential commercial or industrial real property 
which: 

A. Is not legally occupied, is abandoned, or is not used for a period of at least tw e nty - 
en eninetv (^ 901 consecutive days or longer by occupants having custody or legal right of 
entry to such property: 

and; 

Second, that Section 3.B (Registration) is amended to strike the number “21” and replace it 
with the number “90” so as to read: 

B. The Planning Director and the Building Inspector may jointly exempt a property owner from 
the provisions of this bylaw upon the presentation of evidence, in such form as may be 
convincing to them, that the failure to use or occupy a building for a period in excess of ^90 
days does not violate the purpose or intent of this bylaw 

and; 

Third, that Section 4 (Annual Registration Fee, Failure to Pay, Waiver) be amended to make 
annual registration fees due at the time of registration (and annually thereafter) by deleting and 
inserting language so as to read as follows: 

Section 4. Annual Registration Fee, Failure to Pay, Waiver. 

A . On or b e for e Octob e r 15 of e ach ca le ndar y e ar, th e Town sha ll s e nd a b illi ng 
stat e m e nt, s e tt i ng forth th e annua l r e g i stration f ee , to th e own e r of th e vacant Droo e rtv. The 
annual registration fee is due at the time of registration of the vacant property. The property 
owner will be invoiced on an annual basis until the oropertv is leased or sold. The annual 
registration fee shall be set by the Board of Selectmen pursuant to M.G.L. c. 40, § 22F. 

B . On or b e for e Nov e mb e r 15 of e ach cal e ndar y e ar, th e own e r of any vacant prop e rty 
sha ll pay to th e Town an The annual registration fee to covers the administrative cost of 
monitoring and ensuring the security and proper maintenance of such building, as identified 
in said billing statement. Failure to pay the annual registration fee shall be a violation of this 
bylaw, and the full fee shall be deemed an assessment resulting from a violation of this 
bylaw. Such fee, and fines issued for violations of this bylaw, shall constitute a “municipal 
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charges lien” on the property, to be collected in accordance with MGL c. 40, § 58. 


C . Owners may apply for a waiver of the annual registration fee on or b e for e Octob e r 1 
of e ach ca le ndar y e ar , at the time of registration of a vacant property, requesting waiver of 
some, or the entire fee on grounds of demonstrable financial hardship, or by agreeing in 
writing to display public art as defined herein for the term of a vacancy. Waivers for pubiic 
art display will be granted only as sufficient public art is available, appropriate to the location 
for display, and the Town, artist, owner agree to terms of exhibition as set forth by the 
Planning Department. Waivers requested on the basis of financial hardship are subject to a 
30-dav review period. If a waiver based on financial hardship is granted it will be 

reevaluated on a quarterly basis until property is leased or sold. If a waiver of the 

registration fee based on financial hardship is denied, the registration fee is due within 30 

days of the decision. 

Board of Selectmen Supplemental Comment: 

In subpart “C” on page 10 of the Report of the Board of Selectmen, there is one administrative change to 
clarify that annual registration fees may be sought each year, not only upon receipt of the initial registration fee, 
to read as follows: 

Owners may apply for a waiver of the annual registration fee on or b e for e Octob e r 1 of 
ea ch ca le ndar y e ar , at the time of registration of a vacant property and upon receipt of 
annual registration fee invoices each year thereafter, requesting waiver of some, or the 
entire fee on grounds of demonstrable financial hardship, or by agreeing in writing to 
display public art as defined herein for the term of a vacancy. Waivers for public art 
display will be granted only as sufficient public art is avaiiable, appropriate to the 
location for display, and the Town, artist, owner agree to terms of exhibition as set forth 
by the Planning Department. Waivers requested on the basis of financial hardship are 
subject to a 30-day review period. If a waiver based on financial hardship is granted it 
wiil be reevaluated on a quarterly basis untii property is leased or sold. If a waiver of the 
registration fee based on financial hardship is denied, the registration fee is due within 
30 days of the decision.

To see if the Town will vote to Amend Title 111 Article 3 of the Town Bylaws: Repairs to Private Ways to revise 
the criteria, process, and other material terms for the approval and administration of temporary repairs to 
private ways, including revising the definition of abutters and the number or percentage of abutters required for 
a betterment petition, providing for limited Town repairs at the Town's sole discretion for the sole purpose of 
ensuring safe passage of emergency vehicles without incurring liability for same; or take any action related 
thereto.

Board of Selectmen Voted:That Title III of the Town Bylaws (“Public and Private Ways”) Article 3: 
Repairs to Private Ways be and hereby is amended to add, strike, and reformat the bylaw in the 
interests of clarifying the purpose and process of repairs, inciuding betterments as follows: 

Article 3: Repairs To Private Ways 

Section 1. Classification 

The Town Engineer and the Director of Pubiic Works upon request of the Board of Seiectmen acting in 
its capacity as the Board of Pubiic Works shall recommend the classification of private ways in the 
Town according to the state of their construction and repair. The Board may then adopt such 
classifications with any modifications it may deem appropriate. 

Section 2. Responsibiiitv. Definition and Authorization 

A. The private property owners abutting private wavs are responsibie for the maintenance of 
such ways, which must be maintained so that there are no defects to impede the safe passage 
of emergency vehicles. This bylaw provides a means by which the Town may assist in the 
maintenance of such ways, primarily bv providing a mechanism for private way abutters to fund 
repairs known as a “betterment.” 

B . The Board may vote to direct the Town Manager to make temporary repairs to private 
ways at the request of the Director of Pubiic Works as provided below . Temporary repairs shall 
be limited to the filling of pothoies and temporary patching. 

C . The Board may authorize a temporary or extensive repairs to private ways by abutter 
petition for a betterment. Extensive repairs shall inciude. but not be limited to. skimcoating, 
armor coatin g, drainage work, and grading of ehft -gravei roadwavs. prov i ding . how e v e r, i n th e 
c a s e of sa i d For aiiextensive repairs g rad i ng, the petitioners agree to enter into a contract with a 
private contractor or th e Town to repair and pave the roadway forthwith. Dra i nag e sha ii not b e 
i nc l ud e d. 

Section 3. Criteria 
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A. Abutter Criteria 


The Board shall in making its determination as to the advisability of making temporary^ 
extensive repairs by abutter petition, take into consideration the following factors: 

1 . The accessibiiity of the properties on the private ways to emergency vehicies such as 
police, fire and rescue. 

2. The volume of traffic that utilizes the private way i.e. dead end as opposed to feeder or 
connecting streets. 

3. The percentage of abutters on the particular private way petitioning the Board for the 
repairs. 

4. The number of years that the way shail have been open to public use. 

5. Such other considerations that the Board deems appropriate. 

B. Town Criteria 


The Board may authorize temporary repairs at the request of the Town whenever the Director 
of Public Works so advises the Board that repairs are required to abate an immediate hazard 
caused by a defect necessary for the safe passage of public safety vehicles. 


Section 4. Petition 

The Board of Selectmen shall consider any private way or portion thereof for temporary or extensive 
repairs after having been petitioned to do so by at ieast two-thirds of the totai number of abutting 
property owners on the Private Way who directly abut the portion to be considered for temporary ^ 
extensive repairs. The Town shali oniv be considered a abutter for the purposes of this section, and 
assessment of costs in Section “6.” to the extent a private way is substantially used by Town staff or 
the public for the specific purpose of utilizing an abutting Town parcel. 

The Board may after careful consideration, elect to do the entire portion which was petitioned for, or a 
iesser portion, provided at least two-thirds of the abutting property owners on the iesser portion to be 
done are in favor of such action. The Board shall upon receipt of a petition with at ieast two-thirds of 
the abutters' signatures affixed thereto shail hold a public hearing on the advisability of ordering the 
repairs and the kind and extent thereof. All abutters shall be given written notice of the hearing not 
iess than seven (7) days prior thereto. 

Section 5. Alternate Petition 

Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 4 above, the Board may also consider a number of private 
ways for repair as a whole project when these private ways are ways where a majority of abutters are 
members of an association of abutters whose major purpose has been the maintenance and repair of 
those ways upon which these members' properties abut. The Board may oniy consider these private 
ways to be repaired as a whole project when having been petitioned by two-thirds of the total number 
of abutters who abut all of the ways represented by the association. The Board upon receipt of such a 
petition shall hold a public hearing on the advisability of ordering the repairs and the kind and extent 
thereof. All of the abutters on all of the ways represented shall be given written notice of the hearing 
not less than seven days prior thereto. 

Section 6. Assessment of Costs 

The costs of all labor and materials and processing shall be assessed equally to all abutters on the 
private way, or portion thereof (except with respect to Town property as set forth in Section 4). or if 
the Board votes to order any repairs pursuant to a petition filed under Section 5 aii the abutters on all 
the private ways to be repaired without regard to linear frontage. 
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A one-third deposit of the totai estimated cost of the completion of the repair project shaii be required 
before any work can be commenced. Aii remaining costs shaii be apportioned, assessed and collected 
on a per-property basis pursuant to the procedures provided in Chapter 80 of the Generai Laws, the 
Betterment Act, inciuding the piacing of iiens on the affected property and the coiiection of 
apportioned costs by means of property tax coiiection. 

Any and aii such deposits shall be deducted from the equalized share of the property owners actually 
paying. 

Section 7. Liability 

There shall be a limitation of liabiiity on the Town of Five Hundred ($500.00) Doiiars for any damages 
arising from any negiigent repair of the private way by abutter petition which shaii inciude damage from 
surface water run-off. No repair shaii be commenced untii aii the petitioners have signed an agreement 
with the Town holding the Town harmiess from any additionai damages arising from any negligent 
repair and providing evidence of insurance to the satisfaction of the Town. However, nothing in this 
paragraph shaii excuse the Town from damages to property caused by the Town or agents thereof, 
during the repair process. 

Temporary repairs made at the request of the Director of Public Works necessary to abate an 
immediate hazard caused by a defect shaii not be considered as maintenance of the private wav, nor 
shall the way be considered a pubiic way. The Town shaii not be iiabie for any damage incurred by the 
defect, subsequent repair or failure to make repairs to private wavs.

A. The body previously known as the Arlington Commission on Arts and Culture shall 
hereafter be known as “the Arlington Commission for Arts for Culture” and shall incorporate 
into its mission, duties and responsibilities, the duties and responsibilities of the Arlington 
Public Arts Committee of Vision 2020, the Arlington Cultural Council, and the Cultural 
District Managing Partnership, all of which are consolidated under one public body as 
outlined herein. 

B. The Commission shall promote and develop arts and culture programs, events, and 
resources, in order to create a sustainable and vibrant arts scene that engages and attracts 
artists, residents, businesses and visitors, as more specifically enumerated in Section “5” 
herein. The Commission shall be constituted of a “Core Committee” which shall serve as 
the coordinating and policy making body of the Commission, and up to five (5) action 
committees, which shall collaborate with the Core Committee to meet Commission’s duties 
and responsibilities. The Core Committee may also establish or disband action committees 
consistent with Section 3 of this bylaw, as well as any necessary ad hoc committees or 
advisory groups as needed under the umbrella of the Commission’s role and 
responsibilities. 


Section 2. Core Committee Membership, Quorum, Administrations Organization 

A. The Core Committee shall consist of up to 13 voting members appointed pursuant to 
subsection (1) below and aliaison from the Dept, of Planning and Community 
Development. A quorum shall consist of a majority of the current voting Core Committee 
Members, and all actions shall be made pursuant to a majority vote of members in 
attendance. The Committee shall organize for the conduct of its affairs and shall elect its 
own officers. 

1. Core Committee Appointments and Membership 
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Section 3. 


a. Core Committee members shall be sourced from, or appointed by the following: 

i. One (1) at-large member 

appointed by the Arlington School Committee for an initial three-year term; 

ii. One (1) member of the Cultural 
District Managing Partnership or their designee; 


iii. One member of the Grants 

Committee set forth in section 3 below; 

iv. One member of up to four (4) 

action committees set forth in section 3 below; 


V. Three (3) at-large members 

recommended by the Town Manager and appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen, one of which shall serve an initial one-year term, one to serve an 
initial two-year term, and one of which to serve an initial three-year term; 


vi. One (1) representative of the Town 
of Arlington business community for an initial one-year term appointed by the 
Town Manager; 


vii. One (1) representative of the Town 
of Arlington's non-profit arts community for an initial two-year term appointed 
by the Town Manager; 


viii. One (1) representative of the local 
community of working artists for an initial three-year term appointed by the 
Town Manager; 


ix. The Director of Planning and 

Community Development, or their designee shall serve as a Department 
liaison to the Core Committee. 

b. All appointed Core Committee members shall be eligible for reappointment for a 
three-year term. 

c. Members may be removed by the appointing authority upon request of a 
majority of the Commission for three or more unexcused absences from Commission 
meetings in any calendar year. 

d. A vacancy of an appointed Core Committee seat shall be filled by the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee, or Manager consistent with the foregoing. 

Grants Committee, Other Action Committees & Ad Hoc Committees 
A. Grants Committee. 

The Arlington Cultural Council shall hereafter operate as the Grants Committee of the Arlington 
Commission for Arts and Culture. 

1. The Grants Committee shall identify arts and culture grant opportunities for the Town 
and its communities, apply for such grants, and where appropriate, distribute such funds. 

2. The Grants Committee shall also serve as the Local Cultural Council for the purposes 
of G.L. c. 10 §58. 

3. The Grants Committee shall be organized, appointed, and administered consistent 
with the requirements of c. 10 § 58. 
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4. All members of the Arlington Cultural Council serving at the time of passage of this 
bylaw shall continue the remainder of their appointed terms. 

B. Action Committees 

The Core Committee may establish and/or disband up to four (4) additional action committees in 
the areas of operations listed below to be composed and organized as directed by the Core 
Committee, including the number of members and such members’ terms of service: 

1. PubiicArt 

2. Programs and Festivals 

3. Marketing and Evaluation 

4. Resource Deveiopment 

C. Core Committee Representation 

As set forth in section 2, one member of the Grants Committee and one member of each other 
active action committee shall serve on the Core Committee. 

D. The Core Committee may also establish or disband any necessary ad hoc 
committees and advisory groups as needed, but such groups shall not be represented 
on the Core Committee. 

Section 5. Duties and Responsibilities 

The Arlington Commission for Arts and Culture shall endeavor to: 

A. Advocate to promote greater awareness of, and support for, the many cultural opportunities in 
Arlington; 

B. Advise the town and its commissions, committees and boards with respect to all matters of a 
cultural or artistic nature; 

C. Make recommendations to the appropriate authorities on the use of public areas, building and 
meeting spaces for cultural or artistic performances or exhibits, and recommend guidelines for the 
conduct of such events; 

D. Implement and update the Arts and Culture Action Plan for the Town and annually report on its 
progress; 

E. Manage the Arlington Cuitural District, a hub for arts, culture, dining and entertainment 
spanning a walkable stretch aiong Massachusetts Avenue from East Arlington’s Milton Street to 
Jason Street in Arlington Center; 

F. Accept gifts, contributions and bequests of funds from individuals, foundations and from 
federal, state or other governmental bodies for the purpose of furthering the Commission’s 
purposes; 

G. Distribute funding from the Massachusetts Cuitural Council, as well as other arts and culture 
grants; 

H. Recommend policies to the appropriate authorities for the collection, preservations and care of 
pubiic or Town owned art work; 

I. Preserve and promote the cultural and artistic resources of the Town; curate the Town’s public 
art; 

J. Work toward estabiishing Arlington as a significant cultural center; 

K. Promote cultural education for ail citizens regardless of age; 

L. Serve as a vocal, strong and visible advocate for the arts throughout the Town, its schools and 
its other educational entities; 

M. Promote the arts as a viable vocation as well as avocation and encourage the appreciation and 
understanding of the arts as a means of improving the quality of all endeavors; 
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N. Recognize and honor Arlington citizens for outstanding service to the Town in the area of 
cultural affairs; 

O. Serve as the umbrella organization for Town coordinated arts and culture efforts; and 

R Take all actions which in its judgment will further the purposes for which it was established 
consistent with the above. 

Section 6. Department Coordination, Staff Position, and Office 

The Commission’s activities shall be generally coordinated with staff support provided by the Department of 
Planning and Community Development. The Commission may work with the Department to define specific 
duties and solicit a person or persons to oversee arts and culture planning activities. Staff or consultant support 
may be paid by appropriation or from any funds received through grants or gifts to the Commission in 
compliance with Local Cultural Council regulations. If no such funds are available, then the appointment thereto 
may be made on a volunteer basis. The Town Manager shall appoint staff after considering the recommendation 
of the Commission and Department.

Section 4. Procedures and Requirements for the Preservation of Trees 

A. Removai of Protected Trees on applicable sites shall be prohibited unless such removal is 
authorized by a written approval of the Tree Plan and commencement of work, in accordance with this 
Byiaw. 

B. In all instances of construction or demolition as defined and applicable herein, the owner of the 
property shall submit a Tree Plan accompanied by a fee of $50, to the Tree Warden prior to or 
concurrent with an application for a building or demolition permit. Additionally, if any Protected Trees 
were removed during the 12 months preceding the appiication for a building or demolition permit, such 
trees shail be accounted for on the Tree Plan to the best of the owner's ability, and shaii be mitigated 
pursuant to paragraph 4.C 

C. For each Protected Tree removed, there shall be either (1) a replacement tree planted on the 
property no later than 180 days after the Certificate of Occupancy is issued, of a minimum caliper of 
two and a half (2.5) inches and of a species native to the area and expected to reach a height of 50 feet 
or more at maturity; or (2) a $500 payment made to the Tree Fund prior to commencement.” “in the 
amount set by a mitigation scheduie approved by the Select Board assigning a value per inch of DBH 
of Protected Tree(s) to reflect the cost of piantina and caring for new public trees, prior to 
commencement of work on the property, which the Town shaii use to plant replacement trees in the 
vicinity of the tree removai or in other locations in the discretion of the Tree Warden. 

D. If the Tree Plan is consistent with the requirements of this Byiaw, the Tree Warden shaii so certify in 
writing approving the Tree Pian and commencement of work. Said certification shall occur within 10 
business days. If the Tree Plan as submitted does not satisfy the requirements of this By-iaw and 
associated ruies and regulations, the Tree Warden shall so notify the applicant with recommendations 
to achieve compliance. The Tree Warden shall be permitted access to the site during normal business 
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hours to verify and ensure compliance with the approved Tree Pian.

and Coord i nator of Data Proc e ss i ng , Board of Assessors, Registrars of Voters, Election 
Officers, Boards of Appeal, the Finance Committee, the Capital Budget Committee and 
the Personnel Review and Appeals Board. 

While the town manager shall not supervise the board of assessors as an elected body. 
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the town manager shall supervise and direct the administration of the assessors’ office 
and appoint the director of assessments in accordance with subsection (c). The director 
of assessments and ail other assessors’ office personnel, except for the board of 
assessors, employed or in office when this act takes effect shail continue in their 
respective positions subject to chapter 31 or 150E of the General Laws, or both such 
chapters, if applicable, but otherwise subject to removal by the town manager as 
provided in this section. 

Nothing in this section shall otherwise abridge the authorities or responsibilities of the 
board of assessors as set forth in chapter 41 of the General Laws or any other general 
law. 

Third, by amending Section 15(c) as follows to insert a second paragraph so as to read as follows 

(underscored text indicated new language): 

(c) Subject to the provisions of chapter thirty-one of the General Laws where 

applicable, and except as otherwise provided by this act, the Town Manager shall 
appoint upon merit and fitness alone, and may transfer and remove all officers and 
empioyees of the town, including maintenance empioyees of the school department and 
school custodians, but excluding other employees of the school department. Town 
officers and full-time employees not subject to said chapter thirty-one shall not be 
removed by him except on ten working days’ notice in writing to said officer or 
empioyee, setting forth the cause of such removal. 

The town manager shall also appoint upon merit and fitness alone, the Town’s 
Comptroller (also vested with the authorities of a “Town Accountant”) subject to the 
approval of the Selectmen. Appointment of the Comptroller shall become effective upon 
the approval of the Selectmen. If the Selectmen fail to act by approving, rejecting, or 
requesting additional, reasonable time to consider a candidate however, appointment 
shall become effective on the thirtieth day following the dav on which notice of the 
proposed appointment is filed with the Board. For the purposes of this section, notice of 
appointment shall be considered filed with the board when such notice is filed at an 
open meeting of the Selectmen. 

The Comptroller may be removed by the town manager subject to the approval of the 
Selectmen. Removal of the Comptroller shall become effective upon approval of the 
Selectmen. If the Selectmen shall fail to act, by approving, rejecting, or requesting 
additional, reasonable time to consider a termination however, removals made bv the 
town manager shall become effective on the fifteenth day following the dav on which 
notice of the proposed removal is filed with the Selectmen. For the purposes of this 
section, notice of removal shall be considered fiied with the Board when such notice is 
fiied at an open meeting of the Selectmen. Nothing in this paragraph shall supersede or 
abridge the Comptroller’s employment rights afforded by state law. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing section (c). the Comptroller shall be authorized to report 
directiv to the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, or any Member of the Board, on any 
matter in the Town at any time, without the necessity of prior approval from the Town 
manager or any other official.

First, that the entirety of the Town Byiaws be and hereby are amended to substitute the term “Select 
Board” for: (a) for “Board of Selectmen” (and any abbreviated variant thereof), and (b) for 
“Seiectmen” in contexts in which that term refers to the Select Board as a whole, acting as a board; 

Second, that the entirety of the Town Bylaws be and hereby are amended Substitute (a) “Select 
Board member” for “Selectman”, and (b) “Select Board members” for “Selectmen” in contexts in 
which that term refers to one or more (or all) Selectmen individually but not to the entire Select Board 
acting as a Board. 

Third, that Title I, Article 2, Section 1, be and hereby is amended to add a ciause noting that that the 
Select Board is the body historically termed the “Board of Selectmen” and holds all of the powers and 
duties associated therewith, so as to read as foiiows:

The Select Board is the entity historically known as the “Board of Selectmen.” and possesses 
all the duties, authorities, and legal rights and responsibilities of the Town of Arlington’s “Board 
of Seiectmen.” 


Fourth, that Title I, Article 2, be amended to provide for new section 6, to provide that an individual 
member of the Select Board may be referred to by office in the following manners: 

Section 6. Office Title 

Members of the Select Board mav be addressed as “Select Board Member.” or “Board

SELECTMEN, ‘THE SELECT BOARD.’” 


Section 1. Chapter 503 of the Acts of 1952 (The Town Manager Act of Arlington) as subsequentiy 
amended, is hereby amended in all sections and subparts to substitute the term “Select Board” for: (a) 
for “Board of Selectmen” (and any abbreviated variant thereof), and (b) for “Selectmen” in contexts in 
which that term refers to the Select Board as a whole, acting as a board; and further amended in its 
the entirety to substitute (a) “Select Board member” for “Selectman”, and (b) “Select Board 
members” for “Selectmen” in contexts in which that term refers to one or more (or all) Selectmen 
individually but not to the entire Seiect Board acting as a Board. 

Section 2. Said chapter 503 is further amended by appending the following ciause to paragraph to the 
end of Section :

That the Town hereby provides for the appointment of a committee and advisory board, to be 
called the Envision Arlington Standing Committee, which will create, implement, monitor, and 
review methods for open, town wide public participation in the Envision Arlington process. The 
Envision Arlington process is intended to be an ongoing process of discussion, action and review 
whereby all members of the community are invited to participate in a range of activities (including 
surveys, forums and online discussions) aimed at developing and refining how our community 
realizes the intentions of vision statements for Arlington (previously known as Town Goals under 
Vision 2020). The committee will create task groups or working groups, and support existing ones, 
consisting of residents, community groups, town personnel and other stakeholders. The 
committee will report to Town Meeting on the action items and evolving vision that will result from 
the Envision Arlington process. 

C. Standing Committee Membership. Quorum. Administration. & Organization 

The Standing Committee shall consist of nine (9) Voting Members including a Chairperson, 
and a ten (10) person non-voting Advisory Board. Voting members and the Advisory Board shall 
both be charged with fulfilling the mission of Envision Arlington. Only Voting Members shall have 
authority to make decisions and set policy of the Committee and otherwise bind the committee by 
a majority vote of a quorum. However, the Advisory Board shall have the right to be recognized at 
meetings and request topics and issues be placed before the Standing Committee on agendas. A 
quorum shall consist of a majority of Voting Members (5). 

1. Appointment of Voting Members 

a. Voting Members shall be comprised of: 
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i. Two (2) Town of Arlington 
residents appointed by the Town Moderator for three year terms; 

ii. Two (2) Town of Arlington 
residents appointed by the Superintendent of Schools with approval of the 
School Committee for three year terms; 

iii. Two (2) persons appointed by the 
Town Manager with approval of the Board of Selectmen for three year terms; 

iv. Two (2) persons appointed by the 
Director of Planning and Community Development with approval of the 
Arlington Redevelopment Board for three year terms; and 

V. One (1) Chairperson, who shall be 
a resident nominated by a majority vote of the eight (8) above-listed Voting 
Members following recommendations from the Town Manager and School 
Committee Members, and approved by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Chairperson shall serve an initial three-year term, with all subsequent terms 
for three years. 

b. All Voting Members shall be eligible for reappointment. 

c . At all times at least one of the four collective appointments between the Town 
Manager and the Director of Planning shall be a current Town employee. All Town 
Manager and Director of Planning appointees who are not Town employees must be 
Town residents. 

d A vacancy of the Committee shall be filled by the relevant appointing or 
designating authority. 

2. Advisory Board 

The Advisory Board will be composed of the following ten (10) total members: the Town Manager, 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Town Moderator, the Director of Planning and Community 
Development, Town Counsel, one secondary student residing in the Town of Arlington appointed by 
the Superintendent and approved by the School Committee on a one-year term, and the 
Chairpersons of the Board of Selectmen, the School Committee, the ARB and the Finance 
Committee or such bodies’ designees. 

D. Effective Date and Appointments 

Following Town Meeting approval of this revised vote, all active Voting 

Member appointments to the Vision 2020 Standing Committee will remain in effect for the 
Envision Arlington Standing Committee. 

Board of Selectmen Supplemental Comment: 

There are two administrative changes to the vote on Article 21 (page 27 of the Report of the Board of 
Selectmen). First, the word “reorganizing” should be stricken in the first paragraph. Second, the language of 
section “B” should be slightly modified to clarify that Vision 2020’s present “Town Goals” are not being 
replaced. The relevant portions should read as follows:

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1. Introduction 


The Arlington Community Preservation Committee is pleased to present six CPA projects and a budget 
for Town Meeting’s consideration and approval. The projects are located in several Arlington 
neighborhoods and fall in all three CPA funding areas: historic preservation, affordable community 
housing, and open space and recreation. 

The Committee is usually referred to informally as the “CPA Committee” or CP AC. We are tasked with 
evaluating Arlington's needs in those areas and making CPA funding recommendations to Town Meeting. 
As directed in the Town CPA bylaw, the CP AC consulted with the Capital Planning Committee, Finance 
Committee and the Board of Selectmen on our budget and project recommendations. We are grateful for 
the unanimous votes of support from each of these bodies. 


2. About Warrant Article 39 

Article 39 concerns financial actions pertaining to CPA for Fiscal Year 2019. The CPA Committee 
provides the main motions (recommended votes) on CPA warrant articles; they are printed at the end of 
this report beginning on page 11. The recommended votes are divided into three sections: (a) votes to 
transfer funds to temporary dedicated reserves, as explained in the vote comment; (b) votes on the six 
proposed CPA projects, and (c) votes on administrative expenses. 

When Article 39 is debated, the CPAC will briefly present each project and budget recommendation, and 
will be available to answer questions with additional information. Town Meeting must approve all 
spending recommended by the CPAC with a majority vote. State law requires that every year. Town 
Meeting either spends or reserves a minimum of 10% of anticipated CPA revenues in each of the three 
CPA areas of interest (open space and recreation, community housing, and historic preservation). 


3. The Community Preservation Act (CPA) in Massachusetts and in Ariington 

The Community Preservation Act (CPA) allows participating cities and towns to reserve dedicated funds 
to preserve open space and historic sites, create affordable housing, and develop outdoor recreational 
facilities. The acquisition, creation and preservation of these community assets is financed through the 
Community Preservation Fund, comprised of local revenues collected from a property tax surcharge (in 
Arlington, 1.5% of the net tax levy), plus annual distributions from the Massachusetts Community 
Preservation Trust Fund. 

The Community Preservation Act was passed in 2000 and signed by Governor Paul Cellucci. ft has now 
been adopted by 172 communities, about 58% of the Commonwealth’s municipalities. The Town of 
Arlington passed the CPA in November 2014. Annual Town Meeting in 2015 set up the structure for the 
CPAC and the process for consultation with other bodies. The Town of Arlington began collecting 
surcharge revenue on the August 3, 2015 tax bills, and received the first annual state CPA distribution, 
equal to about 19% of local revenues, in late 2016. 

The Town of Arlington is privileged to have many important community assets. Preserved open space 
areas contain a scenic beauty that predates the Town itself Flistoric resources provide a glimpse into 
Arlington’s past, a way of measuring our progress throughout the years, and perhaps an insight as to 
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where the Town is headed. Recreational land provides a safe place to enjoy community-based activities 
and games, thereby strengthening the health and well-being of all its residents. Community housing 
allows a greater range of people to benefit from all aspects of Arlington, people who would otherwise not 
have the opportunity to contribute to the future of the Town. 

The CPAC strives to help Arlington preserve the Town’s precious assets through CPA funding. The CPA 
fund is a powerful resource for maintaining the character of Arlington. The CPA in Arlington is also a 
valuable fiscal tool for the Town, allowing qualifying capital projects to be funded with CPA revenues 
augmented by the state match. 


4. The Community Preservation Committee and its Work 

The nine-member Committee is comprised of five members who are representatives of existing Town 
entities as mandated by state law, and four members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The five Town 
authorities with representation on the CPAC are the Arlington Conservation Commission, Arlington 
Historical Commission, Arlington Housing Authority, Arlington Park and Recreation Commission, and 
Arlington Redevelopment Board. A committee roster is at the end of this report. 

Each year, the Committee: 

1. Holds annual public meetings to discuss the priorities and funding process for CPA, and 
maintains a Community Preservation Plan outlining community preservation needs, possibilities 
and resources in Arlington. 

2. Tracks the local and state receipts for the Arlington CPA fund, local CPA account balances, 
and CPAC administrative expenses. 

3. Receives and processes applications for CPA projects each fiscal year with a six-month 
process in which the Committee: 

• Screens preliminary project applications for CPA eligibility under state law, then 
provides feedback on application quality and relevant grant requirements (e.g., affordable 
housing or historic preservation restrictions, demonstration of public benefit). 

• Invites full applications, then performs extensive due diligence to evaluate community 
need, feasibility, sustainability, and other merits. 

• Hosts public presentations by applicants for each proposed CPA project. 

4. Consults with the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, Capital Planning Committee 

and other town bodies about our funding recommendations. 

5. Presents the recommended votes for CPA to Town Meeting comprised of CPA projects, 
reserve funds and administrative expenses. 

6. Oversees Community Preservation projects throughout their duration, tracks project 
expenditures and balances, and approves project payments. 
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5. Report on Prior Years’ CPA Projects (FY2017 - FY2018) 


Starting in 2016, Town Meeting began appropriating funds for CPA projects recommended by the 
Committee. Votes taken at two Annual Town Meetings and a Special Town Meeting in the fall of 2017 
have funded 16 projects supporting community housing, historic preservation and open space/recreation 
projects across Arlington. Brief summaries and status of these projects follow; more detailed project 
descriptions are in prior Committee reports to Town Meeting. 

OPEN SPACE AND RECREATIONAL LAND 

Robbins Farm Park Field & ADA Renovation (FY2017) $636,749 
Town of Arlington Park and Recreation Commission. 

Purpose : Playing field rehabilitation/upgrades and ADA access renovation of Robbins Farm Park. 
Status : Nearing completion: Paths and basketball court are complete, new benches coming soon. 
The grass is continuing to establish and the playing field is expected to open in the fall. 

Spy Pond Edge & Erosion Control Phase I (FY2017) $49,760 
Town of Arlington Conservation Commission 

Purpose : Study options for shoreline preservation and erosion mitigation in four town-owned 
parcels of failed shoreline along Spy Pond. 

Status : Study completed for $48,000. 

Spy Pond Edge & Erosion Control Phase II (FY2018) $552,900 
Sponsor: Town of Arlington Conservation Commission 
Purpose : Bid documents and construction following Phase 1. 

Status : In progress and on schedule. The 60% design is complete. Permitting will be finished by 
fall of 2018, and RFPs will go out in winter of 2018. Construction will start in spring of 2019. 

Whittemore Park Revitalization Study (FY2018) $65,000 

Town ofArlington Department of Planning & Community Development 

Purpose : Develop a plan for the revitalization of the Town’s Common next to the Dallin Museum. 
Status : A design firm has been selected and public input is currently being sought. The study will 
be completed by the fall of 2018. 

Mill Brook Linear Park Pilot Study (FY2018) $56,783 
Mystic River Watershed Association (MyRWA) 

Purpose : Pilot study to determine whether a linear pathway along the brook could be established, 
including public outreach and an environmental assessment. 

Status : The study will be completed in the spring of 2018. A design firm has been selected and 
public input is currently being sought. CPA funding for Phase 11 is requested for FY2019. 

Arlington Reservoir Master Plan & Survey (FY2018) $100,000 

Town of Arlington Park and Recreation Commission; Conservation Commission 

Purpose : Master plan, ecological assessment and land survey of the Arlington Reservoir. 

Status : The Master Plan will be finalized in May, synthesizing information gathered from four 
public meetings and other work. The plan will be a guiding document for future improvements, 
annual maintenance, and applicable resources. CPA funding for Phase 1 construction is requested 
for FY2019. 
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HISTORIC PRESERVATION 


Whittemore-Robbins Carriage House (FY2017) $289,000 

Arlington Department, of Health and Human Services and the Arlington Historical Commission. 
Purpose : Rehabilitate and preserve the Whittemore-Robbins Carriage House, an original part of 
the historic estate. 

Status : Construction completed for $273,200. 

Jason Russell House (FY2017) $35,000 
Arlington Historical Society 

Purpose : Preservation work and an engineering assessment of this treasured historic site. 

Status : Study completed, producing a multi-year preservation plan. Construction completed. CPA 
funding directly leveraged an additional $25,000 in state grants for the project. 

Schwamb Mill Barn (FY2017) $20,000 
Schwamb Mill Preservation Trust 

Purpose : New roof to protect the historically important bam outbuilding in the complex. 

Status : Completed on budget. The CPA project directly stimulated $14,000 in private donations 
for additional preservation work on the adjacent dry house outbuilding. 

Robbins Town Garden Water Features (FY2018) $643,213 

Town ofArlington Historic Commission/Friends of the Robbins Town Hall Garden 

Purpose : Restoration of the reflecting pool and fountain in the Town Garden between the Robbins 

Eibrary and Town Hall. 

Status : A design firm has been selected and restoration is slated for completion in autumn 2018. 

Old Burying Ground / Mt. Pleasant Cemetery (FY2018) $64,920 
Town of Arlington Historic Commission and Cemetery Commission 

Purpose : Comprehensive preservation plan for the Old Burying Ground on Pleasant Street, and to 
survey the condition of several historic tombs in Mt. Pleasant Cemetery for preservation planning 
and stmctural stability. 

Status : A design firm has been selected and the plan is slated for completion by the fall of 2018. 
Update Historic Resources Inventory (FY2018) $115,000 

Town ofArlington Department of Planning and Community Development; Historical 
Commission 

Purpose : Update the town’s Inventory of Historically or Architecturally Significant Properties. 
Status : A historic resources consultant has been selected and the inventory update is anticipated to 
be completed by the spring of 2019.

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COMMUNITY HOUSING 


Drake Village Window Replacement (FY2017) $200,000 
Arlington Housing Authority 

Purpose : Help replace leaking windows at Drake Village; help qualify for federal funds. 

Status : Project completed; $3 million in federal funds leveraged with local CPA & CDBG funds. 

Kimball Farmer House (FY2017) $200,000 
Housing Corporation of Arlington 

Purpose : Support the creation of three units of new affordable housing in Arlington. 

Status : Project completed, units occupied. 

20 Westminster (FY2018) $500,000 
Housing Corporation of Arlington 

Purpose : Support the creation of nine units of affordable housing in the historic church and 
former nursery school building at the comer of Westminster and Lowell Streets. 

Status : Currently in constmction; anticipated to be completed in the summer of 2018. 

Downing Square (FY2018) 

Applicant: Housing Corporation of Arlington (HCA) $100,000 

Purpose : Support the creation of 34 affordable housing units in two buildings, one at the comer of 
Lowell Street and Park Avenue extension (six units), and one farther along Lowell Street, mnning 
parallel to the Minuteman Bike Path (28 units). 

Status : Project financing is underway; constmction is expected to begin in early 2019 and be 
completed by the summer of 2020. An additional CPA appropriation to support this project and 
another on Broadway is requested for FY2019.

OPEN SPACE AND RECREATIONAL LAND 

Hardy Elementary Playground Study and Plans 

Arlington Public Schools 
Recommended funding: $39,500 

This project will produce a comprehensive recreational site study and plan for the playground 
needs at Hardy School in response to growing enrollment, limited space, and the six-classroom 
addition slated for completion in early 2019. Hardy is expanding towards Chandler Street, into 
the space of the current playground. This project will include a robust parent and public input 
process, and culminate in design and constmction documents for a new Chandler Street 
playground. Actual constmction would take place in the summer of 2019, the funds for which are 
in the town’s capital plan for FY2020. 
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Arlington Reservoir Design and Engineering and Phase 1 Construction 

Town of Arlington Park & Recreation Commission, Conservation Commission and Arlington 
Reservoir Committee 
Recommended funding: $991,000 

The Reservoir Master Plan, funded by an earlier CPA appropriation, is in its final stages and the 
project is ready to proceed with Phase 1 construction to address the most urgent needs. The 
primary focus of Phase 1 is replacing the pump and filtration equipment for the bathing beach, 
which is in a dire state of repair and is an important revenue-generating asset of the Town. The 
pump house will also be gut-renovated. This work would commence in the spring of 2019 for 
completion in time for the summer season. Also included is a pilot area of perimeter trail 
improvements for erosion control, removal of invasive plant species, and new trail surfacing. 


Mill Brook Linear Park Pilot - Wellington Park: Phase II 

Mystic River Watershed Association (MyRWA) 

Recommended funding: $172,523 

The Mystic River Watershed Association developed this initiative to follow up on the 
recommendations of the recent Master Plan, and of the Mill Brook Study of several years ago. 

For decades, the Town of Arlington has been exploring the possibility of developing a linear park 
along Mill Brook. The long-term goal of the present initiative is to expand both passive and 
active recreational opportunities in the Mill Brook Corridor (between Brattle and Grove Street) 
with a focus on Wellington Park, and to make Mill Brook an environmental, cultural and public 
health resource for the Town. 

The Phase 1 Pilot study received CPA funding last year and is nearing completion. Phase 11 will 
produce a design and revitalization plan for the town-owned Wellington Park area (including 
100% design and construction documents) to enhance the viewshed towards and along the Brook, 
restore public access, improve entrances and circulation within the park, and enhance the 
ecological value of the riparian edge of the brook. These plans will complement the efforts of the 
Park and Recreation Commission, which has slated Wellington Park for capital improvements. 
Proceeding with Phase 11 now will maintain the momentum from the pilot study, and with 
continued public outreach, will move the project to the “shovel-ready” stage necessary to begin 
identifying capital funding for construction. MyRWA will develop phasing, cost estimates and a 
public/private funding plan. The Committee will include terms in the Town’s CPA grant 
agreement with MyRWA that require formal progress reports to the Committee after major 
project milestones, before funding is released for the next phase.

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HISTORIC PRESERVATION 


Restoration of the Jason Russell House 

Arlington Historical Society 
Recommended funding: $72,348 

The Jason Russell House is an important Revolutionary War site. It is visited by virtually every 
third grader in Arlington Public Schools and is open for regular public tours. Earlier CPA funding 
supported urgent structural stabilization work, and the creation of a comprehensive conditions 
assessment and multi-year preservation plan to ensure the long-term stability of this treasured 
historic resource. This project will fund further structural repair, envelope restoration and 
sprinkler and electrical upgrades. Arlington Historical Society is applying for state matching 
grant funds that, if awarded, could reduce the CPA budget by a significant amount, up to $29,000. 

Preservation of Exterior Envelope of Old Schwamb Mill 

Schwamb Mill Preservation Trust 
Recommended funding: $82,000 

The Old Schwamb Mill is another beloved historic resource in the town that is regularly open to 
the public for tours and events. This project will fund historically correct preservation, re¬ 
puttying, and painting of window sashes in the main Mill building (approximately 87 windows); 
conservation and repainting of window sills; scraping and repainting of exterior clapboards, 
doors, and trim; and repointing and repair of the brick foundation in damaged areas. The total 
project budget includes a $20,000 loan from the Arlington Preservation Fund to supplement the 
CPA funds requested. 


COMMUNITY HOUSING 

Downing Square/Broadway Initiative 

Housing Corporation of Arlington (HCA) 

Recommended funding: $500,000 

This project will create 48 units of affordable housing spread over two sites in Arlington. The 
Downing Square site will feature a six unit building on Park Avenue Extension, and a larger 28 
unit building on Lowell Street along the Bikeway in the back. The Broadway site will have 14 
units set above two retail spaces, one of which will be reserved for the Arlington Food Pantry. All 
units will be deeded affordable in perpetuity and count towards Arlington’s affordable housing 
inventory. 

The recommended $500,000 in CPA support will be added to the $100,000 CPA award approved 
to support this project last year. All CPA funds will be earmarked for hard construction costs in 
the grant agreement executed by the Town under the direction of the Committee. The total budget 
for the project is $19.2 million and the project is on track to complete financing, permitting and 
environmental remediation in time for the start of construction in 2019 and full occupancy by 
early 2021. 
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7. CPA Budget for FY2019 


The table on the next page shows anticipated CPA revenues and recommended expenditures for FY2019, 
which begins July 1. 

CPA Revenues and Other Available Funds 

As with the operating and capital budgets, Town Meeting appropriates CPA expenditures primarily from 
anticipated revenues for the coming fiscal year (est. $1,582,467). Those revenues, which the Committee 
estimates very conservatively, are comprised of local receipts from the CPA property tax surcharge, and 
annual matching grant distributions from the state CPA trust frind. 

Town Meeting may also appropriate CPA project funds from the unrestricted CPA fund balance, if any 
exists. The current balance ($770,563) is largely comprised of prior years’ CPA revenues that Town 
Meeting decided not to spend, and instead reserved for future CPA projects. The remainder of the balance 
consists of surplus revenues in excess of budgeted projections, plus unused funds from prior years’ 
administrative expense appropriations. 

CPA Expenditures 

The committee is recommending a FY2019 CPA budget of $1,936,494, comprised of $1,857,371 for six 
CPA projects, and $79,123 for the CPA administrative expenses account. As detailed in the 
recommended votes on page 11, the source for these appropriations includes $365,098 from the 
unrestricted CPA fund balance, since this year’s budget exceeds anticipated revenues. 

The six recommended CPA projects are detailed in the prior section. All CPA awards to non-Town 
entities require a grant agreement between the Town and the awardee specifying terms and conditions 
required by the Committee or otherwise required by the Town. Funds for CPA projects are progressively 
disbursed upon documentation of actual expenses incurred. Undisbursed frinds remaining after the 
completion of a project return to the local CPA fund balance for future CPA project appropriation by 
Town Meeting. 

The CPA committee is once again requesting the maximum permitted appropriation for CPA 
administrative expenses, which is 5% of projected CPA revenues. The CPA Committee, which controls 
these funds, treats this account as a reserve to be used only as necessary. By law, the unspent balance is 
returned at the end of each fiscal year to Arlington’s CPA fund for future projects. The purpose of the 
administrative expenses account is to protect the town’s operating budget from CPA operating costs 
wherever allowed by law. Depending on the projects brought before the committee, such expenses could 
include legal consultation, environmental or land surveys, or other due diligence required of the 
committee to vet proposed CPA projects or administer funded ones. The CPA committee also requires 
staff support for administering the CPA program; using CPA administrative funds for this purpose avoids 
unnecessary use of the operating budget for town employee time.

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8. Recommended Votes - Article 39 


ARTICLE 39 

APPROPRIATION/ COMMUNITY PRESERVATION FUND 

To see if the Town will vote to make appropriations from the Community Preservation Fund for eligible 
community preservation projects; for community preservation reserve accounts for historic preservation, 
open space and recreation, and affordable housing; for Community Preservation Committee 
administrative expenses or other eligible expenses; or take any action related thereto. 

(Inserted at the request of the Community Preservation Committee) 

VOTED: 

(1) That the Town take the following actions regarding dedicated CPA project area reserves: 

(a) Transfer the sum of $158,247 from FY20I9 Community Preservation Fund revenues to 
a CPA Open Space and Recreation Reserve account, for later Town Meeting appropriation 
for open space and recreational land purposes; 

(b) Transfer the sum of $158,247 from FY20I9 Community Preservation Fund revenues to 
a CPA Community Housing Reserve account for later Town Meeting appropriation for 
community housing purposes; and 

(c) Transfer the sum of $158,247 from FY20I9 Community Preservation Fund revenues to a 
CPA Historic Preservation Reserve account for later Town Meeting appropriation for 
historic preservation purposes. 

COMMENT: 

These accounting transfers, taken immediately prior to the CPA project appropriation votes that 
follow, ensure that the Town complies with the legal requirement to either appropriate or reserve 
at least 10% of expected annual CPA revenues (est. $1,582,467). 

Although the transferred funds are immediately recommended for appropriation in their entirety 
in the following CPA project votes, this action ensures that the Town maintains compliance 
should Town Meeting reduce or reject the recommended appropriations, or does not become 
retroactively out of compliance with state law should any approved project not proceed as 
planned. 


(2) That the Town take the following actions to appropriate funds for FY2019 CPA projects, with each 
project considered a separate appropriation: 

(a) Appropriate the sum of $991,000 for the Arlington Reservoir Design, Engineering and 
Phase 1 Construction project for the preservation of open space and the rehabilitation of 
recreational land, with $365,098 being appropriated from the unrestricted Community 
Preservation Fund balance and $625,902 from Community Preservation Fund revenues, 
said funds to be expended under the direction of the Park and Recreation Commission and 
the Community Preservation Committee; 
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(b) Appropriate the sum of $39,500 from Community Preservation Fund revenues for the 
Hardy Elementary Playground Study and Plans project for the rehabilitation of recreational 
land, said funds to be expended under the direction of the School Department and the 
Community Preservation Committee; 

(c) Appropriate the sum of $172,523 for the Mill Brook Linear Park Pilot Phase H project 
for the preservation of open space and the rehabilitation of recreational land, with $158,247 
being appropriated from the CPA Open Space and Recreation Reserve account and $14,276 
from Community Preservation Fund revenues, subject to the condition that a grant 
agreement between the Mystic River Watershed Association and the Town be executed, said 
funds to be expended under the direction of the Mystic River Watershed Association and 
the Community Preservation Committee; 

(d) Appropriate the sum of $72,348 from the CPA Historic Preservation Reserve account 
for the Restoration of the Jason Russell House project for the preservation of historic 
resources, subject to the conditions that a grant agreement between the Arlington Historical 
Society and the Town be executed, said funds to be expended under the direction of the 
Arlington Historical Society and the Community Preservation Committee; 

(e) Appropriate the sum of $82,000 from the CPA Historic Preservation Reserve account for 
the Preservation of Exterior Envelope of Old Schwamb Mill project for the preservation of 
historic resources, subject to the conditions that a grant agreement between the Schwamb 
Mill Preservation Trust and the Town be executed, said funds to be expended under the 
direction of the Schwamb Mill Preservation Trust and the Community Preservation 
Committee; 

(f) Appropriate the sum of $500,000 for the Downing Square Broadway Initiative project for 
the creation of community housing, $158,247 being appropriated from the CPA Community 
Housing Reserve account and $341,753 being appropriated from Community Preservation 
Fund revenues, subject to the condition that a grant agreement between the Housing 
Corporation of Arlington and the Town be executed, and subject to the further condition 
that an affordable housing deed restriction for the property be executed, such funds to be 
expended under the direction of the Housing Corporation of Arlington and the Community 
Preservation Committee; 

COMMENT: 

The Committee recommends the above CPA projects to Town Meeting for FY2019 funding, 
having carefully vetted each application for compliance with the CPA law, feasibility, 
importance, cost justification, sustainability and other criteria. 

(3) That the Town take the following action regarding administrative expenses: 

Appropriate $79,123 from Community Preservation Fund revenues to the CPA 
Administrative Expenses account for eligible FY2019 administrative expenses, such funds to 
be expended under the direction of the Community Preservation Committee. 

COMMENT: These expenses are explained on page 9. 
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The committee’s vote on all recommendations was 8-0.
